‘LONDON, May 31, 3 a. m. The Transvaal 
war practically ended yesterday. Con- 
vyinced that further resistance would be fu- 
le, Johannesburg admitted the British 
troops early in the morning. Before noon 
President Kruger departed from Pretoria, 
leaving a committee of safety to preserve 
order and to make full submission to Lord 
Roberts’ victorious army. Terms of sur- 

render are now being drawn. 

So draws to a close the struggle began by 
the Boers last October and waged with un- 
varying flerceness on both sides for nearly 
eight months, at a cost of 25,000 lives and 
over $1,000,000, 000. 

Complete details of the last stages of the 
‘war are yet to be-received, but enough facts 
have come over the wires from Pretoria to 
show that the Boer republics are now things 
of the past, 

It appears that early yesterday morning 
Lord Roberts, secure in the belief that he 
would meet with no further resistance, sent 
séVeral of his officers into Johannesburg to

Immediately after Kruger’s departure a 
committee of prominent citizens, which in- 
cluded Chief Justice Gregorowskl, was ap- 
pointed to protect life and property until 
Lord Roberts’ army had taken possession of 
the town. This precaution is regarded as 
essentially sagacious, in view of the pres- 


turers and the foolish threats of some of the 
Boer leaders, 

At any rate, the town remained tranquil, 
so far as disturbances were concerned, and 
everybody turned out to watch for the com- 
ing of the victorious British. 


. Praise for Consul Hay. 
United States Consul Hay, who, it seems, 
has won the entire confidence of the Boers 
and British alike since he took charge of his 
Office, was alive to possible danger in another 
Quarter, for he insisted that special steps be : 
taken for safeguarding the large number of 
British prisoners assembled in or near the 
Boer capital. He procured the immediate 
liberation on parole of twenty officeis in 
order that they might look after their own 
men. This move prevented any harm coming 
to the 177 officers and 4,182 men who have 
been boarding with the Boers for some 
past.

Confesses His Aspirations for the Sec- 
ond Piace While in Clinton, Ia., as 
the Memorial Day Orator—Chicago 
Politicians Surprised, but John M. 
Smyth Says He May Have Strong 
Backing—Chiet of the Modern Wood- 
men of America. 


Illinois learned yesterday that within its 
confines was a candidate for the Vice Pres- 
ideney. Lieutenant Governor Northcott is 
the man, and he himself made the avowal. 
His secret came out in Clinton, Ia., after he 
had delivered an address brimming with me- 
morial day patriotism to 5,000 people. Soon 
after his public speech was finished Gov- 
ernor Northcott called a number ot his 
friends into consultation ane confided his 
J hopes to them. 

Subsequently, in an interview, he declared 
he had received encouragement from mem- 
bers of the Illinois delegation to stand for 
the nomination at Philadelphia next month. 
And then he added that he was not to be 
regarded as an aggressive candidate in the 


sense of going out and making a campaign 


for the second place. 


Leaves It to Delegation. 
“TI am a candidate for the Republican 


nomination for Vice President. I recognize 


the dignity of the exalted position and will 


make no special effort to secure the nomina- 


tion, but will leave the matter entirely to the 


Judgment of the Illinois delegation to Phil- 


adelphia.

Mr. Northcott is at the head of the Modern 
Woodmen of America, one of the most im- 
portant of the fraternal beneficiary socie- 


ties, an organization that is strong in Ne- 


braska, Kansas, South Dakota, and other 
close States. Other Woodmen say he would 
carry many votes on that account. 

Chicago Politicians Surprised. 

The news that the Lieutenant Governor 
had aspirations that reached to Washington, 
in view of the fact that he was renominated 
in the Peoria convention, was something of 
a surprise to the politicians of Chicago, 
They had received not the slightest intima- 
tion beforehand that the Vice Presidential 
bee had found lodgment in his hat. 

But those who consented to talk predicted 
that with the State delegation behind him, 
Mr. Northcott would be regarded as a for- 
midable candidate. 

John M. Smyth, delegate-at-large, said: 

It is the first intimation I have received 
that Mr. Northcott aspired to the office. But 
he is a good man and comes from a State that 
is well located. An I!linois candidate is 
bound to be considered favorably. Northcott 
is a man of splendid reputation and is popu- 
lar with those who know him. I know noth- 


‘ing as to the sentiment of the delegation. I 


have seen none of the delegates and conse- 
quently have had no talk about our Vice 
Presidential preferences.“ 

Graeme Stewart, ono of the delegates for 
the Sixth District, said he was well acquaint- 
ed with the Lieutenant Governor and added: 
But this is the first intimation that has 
come to me. 1 prefer not to discuss the mat - 
ter now.“

William A. Northcott was born at Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn., and came to Illinois in 
1879. In 1896 he was elected Lieutenant 
Governor. Since November, 1890, he has 
held the position of Head Consul in the 
order oft Modern .Woodmen, which has a 
membership in the I States ot about 
400,000. 

He was educated in the public schools and 


the Naval Academy at Annapolis. Prior to 


being admitted to the bar in 1877 he taught 
school. In 1882 he was elected State’s At- 
torney for Bond County, III., and twice re- 
elected, each time by an increased majority.

OTIS REACHES SAN FRANCISCO, 


Three Cases of Smallpox on the Vessel 
Which Brings the General Home 


from Manila. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 80.—The trans- 
port Meade, with Major General E. 8. Otis, 
arrived tonight, twenty-five days from 
Manila. The Meade had three cases of 
smallpox aboard and was placed in quaran- 
tine, where it will remain an indefinite time. 

General Otis stated to the quarantine offi- 
elals that he was in excellent health and 
wished to land to take a train for the East 
as soon as possible. 

A Quartermaster, a stowaway, and a 
soldier are infected with the smallpox. 

The Meade has on board the bodies of 112 
soldiers who died in the Philippines. There 
was one death on the way over. 

The transport's passenger list numbers 
49 cabin and 134 steerage. 

The presence of smallpox on the vessel 
makes the time of General Otis’ landing in- 
definite.

| REBELS SURPRISE LUZON TOWN | 
Bush Through San Miguel de Mayumo, 


Killing Five Americans—Captain 
and Two Men Missing. 


MANILA, May 31,54. m.—On Tuesday 
night the insurgents rushed San Miguel de 
Mayumo, Province of Bulacan, Luzon, gar- 
risoned by three companies of the Thirty- 
fifth Volunteer Infantry. They swept 
through the surprised town, shooting right 
and left, killing five Americans and wound- 
ing seven. Captain Charles D. Roberts and 
two privates are missing. No Filipino dead 


were discovered. San Miguel de Mayumo is 


a few miles from Manila. 

While a band under the escort of troops of 
the Forty-sixth Infantry was moving from 
Ilang to Slillang, within twenty-five miles of 
Manila, it was attacked by Ladrones, three 
of the party being killed. 

MANILA, May 30.—Major March's van of 
the Thirty-third Regiment has arrived at 
Aparri from Benguet after the hardest of 
mountain traveling. The men were ex- 
hausted and ragged, having followed per- 
sistently on the supposed Aguinaldo trail. 
They had several encounters with the rebels, 
but found no signs ofAguinaldo. _ 

Lieutenant Jens E. Stedje of Company L. 
Forty-seventh Volunteers, commanding a 
scouting party in the southern part of Albay 


Province, had several engagements with the 


insurgents, in which seventeen of the enemy 
were killed and twenty-three, including a 
Captain, were captured. Six explosive 
bombs and a number of valuable insurgent 
documents also fell into the hands of the 
Americans. 

The scouts burned the Town of Yubi, the 
headquarters of the rebels. 

‘Sergeant Brickley was killed during a 
slight engagement near ‘Higao, Province of 
Albay, yesterday. 

Scouts of the Thirty-sixth and .Thirty- 
fourth Regiments have captured thirty-two 
rifles and 500 rounds of ammunition in the 
Pangasinin Province. 


RABBIT CHASES ARE STOPPED. 


Humane Society Representatives and 
Police Arrest Men Conducting Chi- 


cago Coursing Club’s Events. 


The rabbit chases conducted by the Chi- 
cago Coursing club at Forty-seventh street 
and Western avenue yesterday afternoon 
were ended by Lieutenant Tousley and police

For several years past coursing matches 
have been held. Rabbits arc turned loose 
and hounds sent in pursuit, followed by large 
crowds, until the quarry is run to earth by 
the hounds or it escapes. A club known as 
the Chicago Coursing club was formed and 


large matches held on holidays. 


John G. Shortall, President of the Humane 
society, tried last year to suppress the 
matches, but failed. The club prepared an 
elaborate program for Memorial day with 
which to open the season. At 2 o'clock 300 
men and boys were present to watch the 
chases. 


Thomas Hogan, President of the club and 
the proprietor of a saloon at Forty-seventh 
street and Western avenue, gave a rabbit its 
Uberty. When it had gone a few hundred 
yards the hounds were released, and men 
and boys, some on horseback, others afoot, 
followed, Hogan prepared to join the chase, 
but was arrested on charges of cruelty to 
animals and disorderly conduct. 

James Walsh and James Carter, both mem- 


bers of the club, then released rabbits, and 


both were arrested. Nobody else wanted to 
conduct the chases and the crowd dispersed. 

The police caught one rabbit and will use 
it as evidence. 


WAR NOT OVER, SAYS ENVOY. 


Boer Delegate to United States Says 
Surrender of Pretoria Is Part of 


Military Plan. 


Boston, Mass., May 30.—‘Even if the 
whole country is taken and the leaders im- 
prisoned the war will cease only for a time 
and it will be renewed again and again if 
need be until we get our liberty,“ was tho 
dramatic utterance of A. Fischer, one of 
the Boer envoys, when he was shown the 
bulletin from London announcing the im- 
pending surrender of Pretoria. 

Mr. Fischer declared that at the time of 
his departure from Pretoria, three months 
ago, there were two plans of action which 
had been determined upon in the event of 
the approach of the British to Pretoria. One 
was to concentrate all the Boer forces in- 
side the city and leave the rest of the coun- 
try open to the British until the fall of the 
city. The other was to evacuate Pretoria, 
after a slight show of resistance, to enable 
supplies to be collected, and then the army 
was to scatter into the mountains and enter 
upon a guerrilla warfare, which would last 
until the last man was killed. 

Mr. Fischer acknowledged that if Presi- 
dent Kruger should tell the men of his army 
to lay down their arms and surrender in 
a body they would do it, but he claimed this 
never would be done by the President. 

When asked as to their plans in the event 
of the surrender of the republic and the 
capture of President Kruger, Mr. Wessels 
and Mr. Fischer both agreed that they would 


keep on their work in this country until they 


were officially recalled.

finished yesterday, when a regular train 
service, with empty coaches, was started.

The operation of express trains 
will not be undertaken until a third dynamo 
is installed.

Schedule of Train 

The running schedule of the road was is- 
sued yesterday, and is as follows:

11:34, every twelve minutes thereafter until mid- 
night, every thirty-five minutes thereafter until 
5:15 a. m., every ten minutes thereafter until 5:30, 
every five minutes therea/ ter until 6 o'clock, every 
four minutes thereafter until 9 o'clock, every six 
minutes thereafter until 12:15 p. m.

The road will be able to carry 50,000 peo- 
ple daily. This will be increased to 60,000 


when the express service is started. 


Franchise Granted in 1894. 

The franchise under which the Northwest- 
ern Elevated railroad is to be operated was 
granted in 1894 by the City Council. Gev- 
eral delays in the building of the road have 
resulted from strikes or lack of funds or 
materials, and three extensions of the time 
in which the road was to have been built 
have been granted. 

After vigorous efforts the road was pushed 


to what was called completion last Decem-- 


ber, and the first train was run over the 
route and around the Union Loop on Dec. 
30. The Commissioner of Public Works de- 
clared the road was unsafe, however, and 
after a legal tussle the trains were stopped, 
after several employés of the road had been 
arrested. An agreement between the city 
officials and the officers of the road was en- 
tered into later, the city was paid a forfeit, 
and the time in which work was to be 
ded. Since then 


The northern terminal of the road is at WIl- 
son avenue in the midst of a group of villas 
bordering Lake Michigan, which is two 
blocks away to the east, and within a short 
distance from the station the road passes 
above Sheridan drive, which is bordered by 
handsome residences. 

From Wilson avenue to Fullerton avenue 
the road passes through similar residence 
territory. The stations in this stretch of the 
road are situated at Wrightwood and Diver- 
sey avenues, Belmont avenue, North Clark 
street, Addison avenue, Graceland, Buena 
Park, and Grace avenue. The stations at 
Belmont and Graceland avenue are express 
stations. 

From Fullerton avenue to the city the road 
passes through a thickly populated district. 
The horizon line of roofs of houses and sheds 
is broken here and there throughout the dis- 
trict by church spires. 

From its northern terminus to Chicago 
avenue the structure carries four tracks, 
two of them for express and two for local 
trains. At Chicago avenue the four-track 
structure narrows to one of two tracks, and 
so continues to the point of its junction with 
the down-town loop at Fifth avenue and 
Lake street. 

Yerkes Talks of Roach. 


Charles T. Yerkes heard fot the first time 
on his return from New York of the election 
of John M. Roach as President of the Chi- 
cago Union Traction company. He said: 

It was a surprise to me to learn that Mr. 
Roach had been made President now, as I 
supposed Mr. Spalding would serve out this 
year. Mr. Roach is a capable man.” 

When asked about the ordinance intro- 
duced in the City Council last week for for- 
feiture of the ordinance for the Van Buren 
street side of the Union Loop, he said: 

“I don’t think that measure is for the 
benefit of the city particularly. It is more 
for the benefit of the people managing the 
city. Even the City of Chicago has not the 
right to rob people, and the public does not 
want to see the money with which the city 
is run obtained by dishonest methods.“

| BOLT SHATTERS A MONUMENT. 


Memorial Day Celebration at Byron 
Marred by Freaks of Lightning— 
American Eagle Unruffied. 

Byron, III. May 30.—[Special. }—Lightning 
took a hand in the Memorial day exercises 
in Byron today, and the result is the par- 
tial destruction of the soldiers’ monument 
here—the first one erected in Illinofs after 
the close of the civil war. A violent elec- 
trical storm forced the crowds to retire to 
Gill's Hall to conclude the ceremonies, and 
while the speaker of the day was calling the 
roll of the dead there came a terrific crash, 
accompanied by a sheet flame, shaking 
the ground like an earthquake. 

When the storm subsided it was found 
the monument of white marble, standing in 
the business center of town, had been struck 
dy the bolt. A piece of the shaft proper, 
called the walst.“ nearly five feet long and 
eighteen inches thick, was greund into frag- 
ments. The lower portion of the waist, 
eight feet long and two feet thick, fell be- 
side the foundation stone, while the heavy 
capstone landed in a dooryard ten rods away. 

Surmounting this monolith was an Ameri- 
can eagle rampant, of heroic proportions, 
This eagle landed half a block away, right 
side up on its pedestal, without a scratch. 
Several bushels of marble, ground to a 
powder resembling salt, was strewed about 
the streets, disincegrated by the force of 
the explosion. 

Immediately below the waist of the monu- 
ment are medallions bearing the names of 
the sixty-five dead soldiers from Byron. 
These aped injury.

From the. roll of honor of this hour we cannot 
omit the names of Lawton and Logan and Lee, of 
Grant and Wheeler and Miles; then dmés of Roose- 
velt, Funston, and Hobson; the names of Schley 
and Sampson and Dewey; end, although this war 
has added only about 3,000 graves to the 1,500,000 
of our Soldier dead, we cannot omit from most 
honorable mention the home-suffering and the 
self-sacrifice—just as universal and uncon- 
strained as it has ever been—of American woman. 

After paying tribute to the heroes of other 
wars, Judge Yates continued:

It was an attribute 
of our united country. The country, as Lincoin 
believed and predicted, could not exist half slave 
and half free. 


Duty to Exalt Citizenship. | 


I know no better way, fellow-citizens, in which 
we can render to soldiers an adequate acknowl- 
edgment than by cherishing and exalting this 
citizenship they warred for and won. If we fall 
to cherish, to exalt, and to exemplify the ideal 
they warred for, we will be guilty of the basest 
ingratitude. We must finish the unfinished work 
these men laid down. We are surrounded and con- 
fronted with civic duties. We have domestic re- 
sponsibilities and social obligations; duties to the 
law and to the young, to labor and to commerce, 
to government and religion, and to the oppressed 
of the world, which are peculiar to no one of us, 
but applicable to all. If we meet these duties 
and perform them, doing the right as God gives 
us to see the right, we will not dishonor our dead.

PRESIDENT SPEAKS AT MONUMENT 
CEREMONY AT HAGERSTOWN, 


Declares That American Soldiers Hover 
Surrendered to (sther than Ameri- 
can Soldiers, and Veterans of Both 

the Blue and the Gray Approve the 
Sentiment — Shaft Erected to the 
Memory of Both Armies Taken Over 
by the Government.

Hagerstown, Md., May 30.— American 


soldiers never surrendered to any but Amer- 
ican soldiers, were the words of President 
McKinley today, and veterans of both the 
blut and the gray bowed their heads in silent 
acquiesence. The ceremony which called 
the nation’s Chief Executive here marked the 
conveyance of a monument from the State of 
Maryland to the national government. - 
The monument was erected to the memory 
of the men of. both the Northern and South- 
ern armies who died on the fleld of Antietam. 
President McKinley was accompanied by 
members of his Cabinet, a score or more of 
Senators, thrice as Many members of Con- 
gress, the Governor of Maryland, and other 
nota There also were present hundreds 
of veterans who fought for the lost cause“ 
and theusands who fought for the North. 
The members of the Cabinet and the Con- 
party from Washington reached 
the battlefield. at noon, where they were 
welcomed by Governor John Walter Smith 
of Maryland and staff, Adjutant General 


Saunders, a delegation of the officers of the 


Maryland Natienal Guard, and several posts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic of the 
Division of Maryland, together with mem- 
bers of Herbert Camp of Confederate Veter- 
ans, several camps of Sone of Veterans of 
both armies, and survivors of Brocken- 
brough’s Maryland Artillery, which fought 
with the confederate troops. 

Colonel Benjamin E. Taylor, as President 
of the Antietam Battlefield Commission of 
Maryland, presented the monument to the 
national government, and Secretary of War 
Root accepted it on behalf of the United 
States. Then followed addresses by Generals 
John R. Brooke, James Longstreet, Orlando 
B. Wilcox, J. E. Duryee, Senators Foraker, 
Burrows, Daniel, and others who were promi- 
nent in the great civil struggle. |

“TI appear only for a moment that I may 
make acknowledgment for your courteous 
greeting and express in a single word my 
sympathy and approval of the patriotic oc- 
casion for which we have assembled today. 

In this presence and on this memorable 
field I am glad to meet the followers of Lee, 
and Jackson, and Longstreet, and Johnston 
with the followers of Grant, and McClellan, 
and Sherman, and Sheridan greeting each 
other, not with arms in their hands or malice 
in their souls, but with affection and respect 
for each other in their hearts.

Day in Nation’s Capital. 

Washington, D. C., May 30.—Business was 
suspended in the national capital today, 
while thousands of citizens, veterans of 
three wars, and their descendants paid 
tribute to the nation’s dead. 

Washington is encircled by cemeteries, 
each the resting place of soldiers—Glenwood, 
Oak Hill, Holy Rood, St. Elizabeth's, Bright- 
wood, Soldiers’ Home, the Congressional 
Cemetery with its acres of soldiers’ graves, 
and Arlington, where thousands have their 
graves marked with granite and where still 
other thousands are grouped about the sin- 
gle imposing monument with its inserip- 
tion, To the Unknown Dead.“ In each of 
these cemeteries today memorial services 
were held. 

The chief ceremonies were at Arlington, 
where the veterans of the civil war and 
the rapidly decreasing contingent of the 
Mexican war were joined by the veterans 
of the war with Spain. 

The march to Arlington was too long 
for the old soldiers, and electric cars were 
used to convey them to the cemetery on 
the old Lee estate beyond Fort Myer. The 
procession reached Arlington at noon, when 
the national salute was fired by a battery 
on the adjoining height. * 

The oration of the day was delivered by 
Congressman Marriott Brosius, while 8. 
W. Mc3Elderry read Lincoln's Gettysburg 
address. Captain H. A. Castle delivered an 
address, “Our Comrades Did Not Die in 
Vain,” in which he paid tribute to the valor 
of the nation’s dead, and especially to the 
success with which those who bore a prom- 
inent part in the civil war had subsequent- 
ly carved out names and reputations for 
themselves in civil life. 


Great Parade in New York. 

New York, May 80.—[{Special.)]—The parade 
was the spectacular feature of Memorial 
day here. Fully 17,000 were in line—reg- 
ulars, National Guardsmen, Grand Army 
veterans, and schoolboys. There were two 
other parades—one in Brooklyn and one 
in the Bronx. Flags flaated everywhere. 
Thousands came to town to see the sol- 
diers. Other thousands took early trains out 
of town. ’ 

Crowds sought Central Park. The police 

estimate that 40,000 persons went there in 
the morning and twice that number in th 
afternoon after the parade.

READY TO TAKE CENSUS. 


UNCLE SAM’S WORK OF COUNTING 
PEOPLE BEGINS TOMORROW. 


Army of Over 1,200 Enumerators to Be 
Employed in Chieage Alone, Their 
Task to Be Completed Probably in 
Two Weeks—Special Canvassers to 
Report on Industries — Law Makes 
It Imperafive That Information 
Sought Be. Given. 


The work of taking the federal census in 
Chicago, as in all other parts of the United 
States, will begin tomorrow morning, and 
within a few weeks Uncle Sam's official 
count of noses will be completed. The work 
involves much more than the mere counting 
of people resident in the United Stetes, in- 
cluding the collection of data as to nation- 
ality, age, sex, place of birth, occupation, 
whether married or single, and all the other 
facts relating to persons that make the re- 
ports of each census important documents 
for the perusal and study of those interested 
in social economics. 

In Chicago alone the work will require over 
1,200 enumerators, one at least being as- 
signed to each election precinct, and two or 
more in the precinots where the population 
is largely of foreign birth, or where for other 
reasons the work is expected to be slow ind 
difficult. Thus each enumerator win be 


expected to make returns of the names ot 


some i,600 or more persons. 

The work in Chicago is under the direction 
of Supervisor Gilbert, whe has a large staff 
of office assistants, besides a corps of thirty- 
five ward superintendents. The enumerators 
have been sworn in and supplied with.port- 
folios and blanks, and it is expected that the 
work of making the canvass in Chicago will 
be completed in two weeks. This is the time 
allowed for the work in all large citfes, while 
in country districts each enumerator is ex- 
pected to be employed a full month. 

The enumerators will be paid on the basis 
of the amount of work done. The rates of 
compensation: For each living inhabitant 
enumerated, 5.028; for each farm returned, 
175; for each manufacturing establishment, 
25; for each death reported, .05; for each 
person defective in sight, hearing, or speech 
reported, .05; for each prisoner reported, 
08; for each proprietor reporting live stock, 
not on farms or ranges, .05. | 

Each enumerator will wear a and 
carry a follo two feet long, one foot wide, 
and an inch thick. The portfolio contains 
his four principal schedules to be filled out, 
which are: Population, mortality, agricul- 
ture, manufacturing. 

To these have been added two special 
schedules: Statistics of crime and persons 
defective in sight, hearing, or speech. 

In cities where compiete mortality rec- 
ords afe obtainable from health office re- 
ports these schedules are not required to be 
filled out by enumerators, the work being 
done separately by special agents. 

In Chicago a special department, under 
the direction of Secretary J. M. Glenn of-the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association, will 
make a separate census of all manufactur- 
ing and allied industries, as it is planned te 
make this census more complete than any 


ing census in its reports of data bear- 


ing on industrial conditions. Special can- 
vassers will do this work, and those have 
been selected who are expert in the subject. 

The law provides that when information 
is sought in proper manner by the enumera- 
tors and canvassers it shall be a punishable 
offense for any person to refuse to give it. 
Special attention also has been called by the 
Census bureau at Washington to the fact 
that in large cities there is danger of many 
persons missing enumeration through ab-

Say Sentiment Is Changing. 
The men behind the movement are not 
sanguine of its succeés, but are in earnest, 
and will not abandon their efforts to we- 
store good feeling between the contractors 
and the unions. They were defeated a 
week ago, when they advocated the open- 
ing of negotiations with the Hodcarriers’ 
union, by a vote of 81 to It is now 
claimed that the division of sentiment on 
the same question will show a substantial 
increase of feeling in favor of meeting the 
union men halfway at least. 

In their loyalty to the ee Con- 
tractors’ council the members of the Ma- 
sons and Builders’ association have refused 
heretofore to take any steps w might be 
construed as a sign of weakening in the 
face of the common, enemy—the Building 
Trades council. But eighteen weeks of war - 
fare has had an effeét on some of the most 
radical members, and has caused them to 
question whether any good end can be served 
by continuing the fight on the old ground. 


Unions Ready to Act. 

It is believed by some contractors that 
the easiest way to end the fight is to ig- 
nore the Buildi Trades council entirely 
and treat wholly with the individual un- 
ions. The unions have made no secret of 
their desire for a settlement, and the ma- 
jority of them have signified a willingness 
to concede practically everything demand- 
ed in the circular issued by the Building 
Contractors’ council on April 30, to arbi- 
trate the remaining questions, and sign 
agreements for three years ahead. 

The position of the element among the 
eontractors which is in favor of arbitration, 
without reference to any central organiza- 
tion the unions may have at present or in 
the future, is that the Building Contractors’ 
council has been unable to effect a settle- 
ment. It has been frequently asserted by 
the advocates of arbitration that the whole 
business of the council was to settle the 
trouble, and that its failure left the asso- 
— of employers free to act for them- 
sel 

William Grace, President of the Grace & 
Hyde company, one of the prominent con- 
tracting firms of the city, is numbered 
among those who are advocating arbitra- 
tion with the unions. He has been making 
inquiries for himself among the union labor 
leaders, and believes the conditions are ripe 
for action. Like 

“Tam informed that the men are ready to 
concede almost all of the points contained in 
the circular issued by the contractors on 
April 30,“ said Mr. Grace, “and arbitrate 
any that are not conceded. I am justified in 
making this statement, for I have held con- 
ferences with the representatives of fifteen 
unions affiliated with the Building Trades 
council. I don’t want to quote these menas 

ledging their unions to anything, but they 

ave assured me their unions will do as I 
have stated. 

Suggests Plan of Action. 

“These representatives of fifteen unions 
also have assured me that their organiza- 
tions have the power to make and keep 
agreements without the interference or sanc- 
tion of any central organization. I feel as- 
sured. that the sympathetic strike can be 
avoided by agreement, and I should advise, 
in view of the statements of the union lead- 
ers, that committees ought to be appointed 
from each employers’ association to meet 
the trades unions and receive from them the 
assurances which I have been given by in- 
dividuals. 

“After these assurances have been ob- 
tained committees ought to be appointed at 
once, concluded Mr. Grace. The inter- 
ests of the public and humanity require that 
something should be done as quickly as pos- 
sible. I don’t believe the Building Con- 
traciors’ council is justified in refusing arbi- 
tration with the unions until they leave the 
central body with which they are connected. 
I know the public wants a settlement, that 
the material dealers are strongly in favor 
of such a method as I have outlined, and 
that a great many contractors are in favor 
of it. For my part I see no particular harm 
or risk to any one if the whole subject is 
arbitrated, provided we could get arbitrators 
removed. from the influence of politics and 
understanding the differences between em 
ployers and employés.”’ | 

The plan of arbitration suggested by Mr. 
Grace limits the number of arbitrators to 
one from each side, they to chose a third, 
and each trade to arbitrate through its re- 
spective organization of employers. The 
‘only new feature contained in Mr. Grace’s 
plan is the formation of a Conciliation board 
out of the arbitrators appointed by the dif- 
ferent unions and employers’ associations 
to meet twice a month for discussion of 
any grievances or difficulties. In this man- 
ner Mr. Grace believes that most of the 
troubles would be settled without resort to 

“I am supposing that when this board 
starts business,” said Mr. Grace, all of 
the present disputes have been settled. Such 
a Board of Conciliation has worked well in 
England, I am told, settling most of the 
disputes before they have reached the arbi- 
tration stage. Such a board, in my judg- 
ment, would do away with the necessity for 
either a Building Contractors’ council or a 
Building Trades council, and have a tend- 
ency to make both employers and employés 
broader minded, more tolerant, and more in 
sympathy with each other, and necessarily 
more conservative and peaceful.

CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 
Chicago and Alton’s Plans for Reorgan- 


Frém the published outline of the Chicago 
and Alton. reorganization it appears that 
the fixed charges of the system will amount 
to about 52,730,000 per annum, divided as 
follows: Rentals, $200,000; interest at 3 per 
cent on $32,000,000 of bonds of the old Chica- 
go and Alton railroad, $960,000; interest at 
8% per cent on $22,000,000 of new bonds of 
the Chicago and Alton railway, which now 
owns the raflroad, $770,000; dividends at 4 
per cént on $20,000,000 of preferred stock, 
$800,000. These fixed obligations are sub- 
stantially equivalent to the net income of 
the company before the readjustment, but 
the distribution of the company’s revenue 
is, of course, materially different. © 

Cash has been deposited for the retfre- 
ment of all of the outstanding bonds of the 
old company, together with the interest to 
the date of maturity, so that the issue of 


$32,000,000 of refunding mortgage bonds rep- 
resents the full amount of the fixed abliga- 


tions of thé railroad company. The 3% per 


dent to be paid on the new railway com- 


pany's bonds, plus the 4 per cent dividend on 
the preferred stock, will offset the 7 per cent 
dividends paid on the stock of the old cor- 
poration. 

It is understood that the subscribers to the 
Chicago and Alton syndicate will receive the 
following allotments of new securities, 
which, however, will not be issued at pres- 
ent: In 2% per cent bonds, $500; 3 per cont 
bonds, $875; preferred stock, $400; common 
stock, $250: total, $1,525.
